The Jew, Dr. Hubert Stein, served 
as ἃ civilian interpreter at the 
Netherlands Hmbassy in Prague, In 
the summer of 1970 he was ar- 
rested on the Austrian border, al- 
though he had a valid Czech pass- 
port and an exit visa. 

After being held incommunicado 
for some time in a secret prison, 
he was brought to trial behind 
closed doors and sentenced on July 
9, 1971, Together with him were

Paul VI yeaterday proclaimed “bleas- 
ed” a Polish priest who volunteered 
to die for another man 30 years ago 
in the Auschwitz death camp. 

The Pope departed from usual 
beatification ritual to personally pro- 
claim the Rev, Maksymilian Kolbe 
“blessed,” a step often preceding 
sainthood in the Roman Catholic

Pope honor Father Kolbe, a Fran- - 


ciscan priest who was slain by Na- 
zis in 1941 after he volunteered to 
take a condemned man’s place. 

The man, whose life was spared 
by Father Kolbe’s act, Mranciazek 
Gajowniczek, 70, was in St. Peter's 
‘Basilica for the ceremony. 

The title “blessed” means that in 
the eyes of the 
Father Kolbe is in heaven and wor- 
thy of special spiritual honour. He 
was proposed for sainthood 10 years 


Father Kolbe was 48, a 
bearded man listed as mumber 16670 
in the Auschwitz prisoners’ roll, 
when he volunteered to take Mr. 
Gajowniczek's place. 

Mr. Gajowniczek wag one of 10 
Men chosen to die by starvation be- 
cause of the escape of another pri- 
soner. When Father Kolbe heard 
him cry out that his wife and chil-

‘Nasser ‘felt Johnson 
double-crossed him’ 


LONDON (AP). — President Nas- 
ser of Egypt believed he was double- 
crossed and betrayed by President 
Lyndon Johnson in 1967 and charged 
the US. leader sent.him “honeyed 
words” of peace before the Six Day 
War while actually joining forces 
with Israel. 

This was reported yesterday by 
Mohammed Hassanein Heykal, one 
of Nasser's closest advisers, in the 
“Sunday Telegraph.” The newspaper 
is serializing Heykal'’s biography of 
Nasser. 

Heykal wrote that Nasser had 
“an instinctive dislike" for “this 
Texas... wheeler-dealer.” 

Relations between the two Pres- 
idents soured in March, 1965, when 
Mr. Johnson informed Nasser that 
the US., despite previous commit- 
ments to the contrary, had sold Is- 
rael Hawk missiles and other arms 
to balance the Egyptian threat of 
Soviet-made bombers. 

But even worse, according to 
Heykal, was Mr. Johnson's attempt 
to blackmail Nasser “into keeping 
his mouth shut about the double- 
cross” by selling arms to Jordan. 

The final split came on the first 
day of the 1967 war after Israeli 
Planes shattered Egypt's Air Force 
and a disbelieving Nasser was told 
U.S. planes were aiding Israel. He 
was told two were spotted over 
Egyptian positions, Mr. Johnson 
said in a message the planes were 
sent to aid the U.S. spy ship Li- 
berty. which was attacked by Israeli

Moslems will start watching to- 
Taorrow night for the new moon that 
will signal the beginning of the fast 
month of Ramadan. According to 
the Mosiem calendar, Ramadan will 
commence on Thursday; but the 
calendar dates for the 
and end of the month are subject 
to observable verification. 

The Jerusalem Moslem Sharia 
Court will take part in the “detec- 
tion” rites from the Temple Mount. 
But local Moslems, including those 
of the West Bank, usually follow 
the Amman announcement of the 
start of the month; Gaza Strip 
Moslems follow that of Cairo. 

Meanwhile, the Jerusalem Muni- 
cipality has prepared the traditional 
cannon at the Moslem cemetery 
on Saladin Street. It will announce 
the beginning of the fast with three 
reverberating shots, The cannon 
will be fired twice a day for the 
duration of Ramadan, with the first 
shot marking the beginning of the 
daily fast at dawn, and the second, 
lts end at sunset. 

The Municipality has also deco- 
rated the central squares and 
streets of East Jerusalem with col- 
ourful Iights for the occasion, Part 
of the decoration stretches from 
Damascus Gate up to Herod's Gate, 
ropes of lights were also set up in- 
side the Old City. where Moslems 
usually come out in the evening 
after the daily fast, during which 
they do not eat, drink or smoke. 

The Jerusalem Municipality, in 
common with the rest of the offi- 
cial institutions in Israe] and the 
territories, have adopted: special 
working schedules for their Mos- 
lem employees. They will work only 
one shift during Ramadan, to en- 
able them to get home towards the 
end of the daily fast. 

During the Ramadan fast month, 
Jewish pilgrims will be allowed to 
visit the Tomb of the Patriarchs in 
Hebron between the hours of 7.30 
and 11.30 am. only, the spokesman 
of the Judea and Samaria Command 
announced.

AutBouUGH we realised the grav- 
ity of Shoshana’s illness and 
saw her through her last days on 
earth, all of us were shocked by 
the tragedy that has befallen the 
Sapir family, all of their friends and 
the whole of Kfar Saba.

Television production staff struck 
Jast night and live TV broadcasts, 
including Hebrew and Arabic news 
features and “Moked,” were not 
broadcast. 

The sanctions, called δὲ 6 p.m. 
yesterday, were over a dispute on 
how new TV directora should be 
appointed. A member of the produc- 
thon workers committee told The 
Post the sanctions were nota strike 
but a “stoppage,” which would con- 
tinue until the mamegement met the 
committee’s demands. 

The Broadcasting Authority spokea- 
man last night said the sudden 
declaration of the sanctions yiola- 
ted the taw, which calls for a 
fortnight's advance notice, and did 
not have trade union approval. (But 
The Poat learned later that the 
Journalists’ Association has agreed 
to support the strike.) He said the 
management was to open im- 
mediate negotlations, but not under 
strike threat. 

He said it was regrettable that 
the strike Wad been called the day 
the new TV director, Mr. Yesha- 
yahu Tadmor, took up his new 
post officlally.. 

."Ehe seemingly complicated dis- 
pute cvidently began with the ma- 
nagement's assigning one of a group 
of apprentice directors to serve as 
director. He was one of five pro- 
duction workers to have been ap- 
proved as directors by tho m.anage- 
ment after having taken an inter- 
nal course given by a BBC TV ex- 
pert, According to the staff com- 
mittee, the appolntments issue had 
first and wrongly been discussed 
by a committee set up by TV¢ 15 
directors. But, after failure to reach 
agreement, the directors refe-red 


the matter to the staff conmittee 
repriscnting all production person- 
nel — the directors admitting they 
should have done this in the first 
place, 2 

The larger staff comn:ittee last 
night issued its demands: a profes-

Chemical field growing— 
but not fast enough: Gvati

TEG AVIV, — Israel’s chemical in- 
dus:ry has grown ai the rapid pace 
of 15 per cemt each year for the 
past five years — but li is s-ill 
not growing fast enough. This was 
stated yesterday by Development 
Minister Haim Gvati, In addressing 
the opening session of Israel Che- 
mistry Week at the Hilton Hotel. 
Mr. Gvati, repiacing Finance Min- 
ister Pinhas Sapir, who is in mour- 
ning, welcomed the 200 guesis from 
abroad in the name of the Gov- 
ernment. 

Tracing the growth of the che- 
mica) industry, he noted that it 
had started off “modestly” to meet 
local needs with the founding of the 
State. Later, it gradually went over 
to exports. These exports (exclu- 
ding mines, quarries and potash} 
were $6.7m, in 1960, but grew to 
$24m, In 1965 and to $53m., in 1970. 

Another {ilustrative figure was 
that In 1960 Israel produced $45 
worth of chemicals per person ag 
compared co $67 fer person tn the 
fighly developed countries. By 1970, 
the gap had been narrowed consi- 


Β derably, being $120 a persoa in Is- 


rael and $130 a person in the highly 
developed countries.
